PREACHERS or MINISTERS?

Matthew 20:25-27, “But Jesus called them unto him, 
and said, Ye know that the princes of the Gentiles exer- 
cise dominion over them, and they that are great exer- 
cise authority upon them, But it shall not be so among 
you; but whosoever will be chief among you, let him be 
your servant.” 





-—— OME TIME AGO, I asked an enterprising 
and fairly successful young minister, 
“Which would you rather be, a great 
preacher or a great minister?” Immedi- 
ately catching the significance and dis- 
cerning the difference in the meaning of 
the two terms, he promptly replied, “I have a great de- 
sire to be both.” He has so plainly expressed that which 
should be the desire of every person who has a special 
calling from God to work for Him, and to help proclaim 
the gospel of Jesus Christ. 

There is much preaching and many preachers in the 
world today, but there is a crying need for ministers who 
are ministers in every sense of the word. So many testify 
to a call to preach, but every preacher should first feel a 
call to minister to the needs of others. There is much 
more to carrying the gospel of Christ than merely deliv- 
ering a public discourse from some given text. We have 
many people who fill pulpits today, and it is true that 
they are powerful in expounding the Scriptures, but they 
do not stay in one locality much more than six months 
at a time without their work going to pieces and all their 
powerful preaching coming to naught. The reason for 
this? They are preachers, but have never learned to truly 
minister to the needs of a world of seemingly misunder- 
stood people. They have never learned to mix and mingle 
with people upon common ground, to visit the poor and 
needy, to cheer broken hearts, to sympathize with trou- 
bled souls, to be truly interested and concerned about the 
every need of the people about them, and to seek to do 
their bit to better any adverse conditions that might sur- 
round them. 

Too many preachers so easily forget that they were 
called of God before they ever had a church or a congre- 
gation, and that God did not discuss money or a salary 
with them when He called them. When they do acquire a 
church and a congregation, they succumb to the trickiest 
wile of the devil upon preachers in these last days. They 
soon begin to think only of a great sermon that will be 
acclaimed by their congregation and the world. They 
work for big offerings and a commendable increase in 
tithes, and so often do these things for their own selfish 
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interests and worldly gain, when, if they would keep a 
strict account to the time they actually spend working for 
God, they would find that they have one of the best paid 
professions in the world. In seeking their own recognition 
and acclaim, they forget the small attentions that are so 
necessary to their flock. Then they wonder why their 
church tires of them so easily when they know they can 
preach great sermons. It takes much more than good 
sermons and a few foolish jokes to hold together a band 
of born-again, blood-bought saints of God. A leader of 
such people must have a genuine, earnest, heartfelt in- 
terest in every need and problem of his people, and a love 
for both young and oid, with no respect of age or station 
in life, and never, never get his eyes on “what do I get 
out of all this?” even as the Son of Man came not to be 
ministered unto, but to minister and give His life a ran- 
som for many. 


IN THE WORLD TODAY, there are men 
who do not ever preach great or powerful sermons, but 
they have truly learned to minister, and they have such a 
ministry of love that they are always in demand. While 
there is not always a demand for great preachers, there 
is always a demand for truly great ministers, those who 
love and understand the needs of others, those who con- 
stantly seek to be a blessing and help.to others in their 
everyday lives, those who can say the encouraging word 
at the proper time, yet know how to rebuke, if necessary, 
in such a sweet, humble way that it causes the wrong- 
doer to have a desire to amend his ways and draw near to 
God. There is a great demand for those whose souls are 
burdened for humanity to the extent that they fast often 
and long, and spend many hours in earnest prayer for 
the lost and needy. There is a demand for that one with 
whom one may converse freely and confidentially the 
problems of life. A ministry of this kind can be obtained 
by a lay member as well as one who feels the call to 
preach. In fact, I have seen lay members who prayed and 
sought to be a blessing to those about them until they 
endeared themselves to the people of the local congrega- 
tion, and instead of calling a preacher who they were not 
too sure was wholeheartedly interested in their needs, 
they, in preference, turned to just such other lay mem- 
bers. In some instances these lay members have proved a 
greater blessing to the community than the pastor him- 
self. 

Every person who feels a call from God to preach the 
gospe! should see and feel this need of ministering to 
humanity, and seek to cultivate in his life the spirit of 
real self-sacrifice and self-denial, and work, not for 
filthy lucre, but for Christ’s sake and the upbuilding of 
the kingdom of God, and for the exemplification of the 
gospel of Christ in deed as well as in word.

HOUGH THIS QUESTION was asked by 
Zechariah (chapter 2:2) some 2,500 years 
ago, and again, supposedly, at the time of 
Nero, the question is just as pertinent to- 
day as in any day known to the history of 
man. The question is asked concerning all 
walks of life, whether they be political, eco- 
nomical, educational, or even physical. Surely, if the 
question is to be asked in any walk of life, it should be 
asked concerning the spiritual aims of all men, regard- 
less of their stations in life, as all are going somewhere. 
In planning travels, men often consider where they have 
been in the past. Often it is their desire to return to the 
scenes of their childhood days or even to the place where 
their forebearers lived. Also, in planning travels, the pres- 
ent habitation of the prospective traveler is taken into 
consideration. No traveler wants to wander around in a 
monotonous circle that he has known all his days, but he 
demands new fields and new faces; he demands new 
spheres in which to labor and new goals to attain. 


WHENCE CAME MAN? 


Some six thousand years ago, man dwelt in a home 
that especially built for him by the great Creator of the 
earth. There, man had the favor of God and enjoyed His 
fellowship. God beheld man as the result of His own 
handiwork, and smiled upon him because He was pleased 
with man in his state of perfection. Each day man had 
the pleasure of talking personally with God. At no time 
did man fear for his protection; he did not worry for his 
own care, as the One who clothed the lilies of the field 
had made provision for his care. The animals of the field 
respected him; vegetation provided him all the necessities 
of life as he cared for a garden prepared for him. 


As man lived in that paradise, his mind experienced no 
mistakes; his body knew no sickness or disease; his 
strength knew no bounds; his soul felt the felicity of 
God; his spirit had no opposition and freely led man into 
every avenue of perfection. 

What man is there that has not dreamed of an Utopia 
and wished for a home of perfect happiness? Man’s origi- 
nal home was just that, and it is his own fault that he is 
not living in that Utopia and that home of eternal hap- 
piness. The God of all knowledge directed man, telling 
him what to do to retain his paradise, but man disobeyed 
God and was driven from his home, and for 6,000 years 
has sought to regain that home. 

Since the day that man was driven from his paradise, 
he has been living a life of death. What kind of paradox 
is that? A man living, yet dead. Yes, that has been his 
condition these 6,000 years. From that day unto this day, 
all men are born and live with the curse of death upon 
them. Man in his natural life is “dead in trespasses and 
sins,” Ephesians 2:1. Dead? Dead to what? He is dead to 
his own relationship to God. He is dead to his fellowship 
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with God. He is dead to his favor of God. He is dead to his 
image of God. He is dead to the joy of God. He is dead to 
the happiness of God. He is dead to the peace and securi- 
ty of God. He is dead to the care and protection of God. 
His mind started on the road to decay, and since then his 
very thoughts and the intents of his heart are wicked. 
Man’s existence since then has been in a sphere that has 
been exposed to the wrath of God. His soul burns for de- 
liverance from its loneliness. It has sought every fancy 
known to man, and worshiped at the altars of pride, 
lusts, and passion. Instead of all things being subject to 
him, he has become subject to his own vanity. Man’s life 
is a continual war against germs and viruses, known and 
unknown. He is “taken away in the midst of his years.” 
None of God’s creation is so far removed from its original 
state as is man. 

Imagine the man who is born of “blue-blood” parents, 
educated in the best of schools and colleges, associate of 
the highest of social life, refined and cultured; picture 
that man removed from those environments to “skid row” 
of some large city. There he adopts the speech, the traits, 
the uncouthness of the gutter life. Is he where he does 
NOT belong? No more than man is NOT where he be- 
longs. 

God did not make man to.be an outcast from His favor. 
He desires that man live as He originally placed and 
made him. To make man greater than all other creation, 
God gave man the power of choice. From the Garden of 
Eden to this day He has had two “ways” placed before 
man and given him the power of choosing the way he 
desires to live. When man sins, he sins against the will of 
God. The man that indulges in intoxicants does so be- 
cause he wants to; the person that uses tobacco does so 
because he wants to; the person that sins against his 
neighbor, nature, self, and God, does so because he wants 
to. Every transgression of man is against a “stoplight” or 
“fence” placed there by God to warn him beforehand.

DO YOU BELIEVE IT?

Text, John 14:1-4, “Let not your heart be troubled: ye 
believe in God, believe also in me. In my Father’s house 
are many mansions: if it were not so, I would have told 
you. I go to prepare a place for you. And if I go and pre- 
pare a place for you, I will come again, and receive you 
unto myself; that where I am, there ye may be also. And 
whither I go ye know, and the way ye know.” 


WILL RETURN,” said General of the Army 
Douglas MacArthur as he left the Philip- 
pines after a heroic stand on Luzon. The 
Philippines had been overrun by the Japa- 
nese. The white man had been defeated. Into 
the hands of a few gallant men the remains 
of the last American outpost in the Far East were lost, 
but not forever. General MacArthur knew that only a 
remnant of his men could be saved. As he looked into the 
eyes of the men he loved and the people of the Philip- 
pines, he promised them he would return. As he left the 
battlefield in the Philippines to a new command in the 
South Pacific, he began to make preparations for his re- 
turn. He must not fail, for he had promised. Some of the 
people in the Philippines said he would never return. 
Many turned from the Americans to work in the fuel co- 
operation with their conquerors. But many of the people 
took a new view of life; they believed in the man who 
said, “I will return.” To them General MacArthur and 
the American people were a symbol of freedom and vic- 
tory. General MacArthur did not forget his promise or 
the oppressed people of the Philippines. He sent in heart- 
warming messages by all means of communication. On 
soap and candy wrappers were the bold words I will re- 
turn. By radio, airplane, and submarine came messages 
of hope and good cheer. Despite hardships, dangers, pri- 
vation, and even death, the people took new strength 
and looked forward to the day he would return. 

Many of the people died looking for his return; others 
did not believe that he would ever return. They lost heart 
in the long process of waiting and sold out to the enemy. 
Messages continued to come in saying, “My hour is at 
hand.” On a bright, cloudless October day, in the year of 
1944, and after many years of patient waiting, the faith- 
ful were rewarded. Out from the beaches of Leyte the 
people of the Philippines saw, over on the blue horizon, 
one of the greatest armadas in modern history to land on 
enemy shores. On the sea and in the air, the Army and 
the Navy of the United States had returned to deliver 
the people from the tyranny of the war lords of Japan. 
The people danced; they wept for joy, for here was the 
thing they had hoped, lived, and prayed for—the return 
of. General MacArthur. A few hours after the landing, 
General MacArthur said, “This is the voice of freedom 
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... I have returned ... The hour of your redemption is 
here ... Rally to me... Let not hearts be faint. Let every 
arm be steeled .. . The guidance of Divine God points the 
way ... Follow His name to the Holy Grail of righteous 


victory.” 


My HEART rejoices when I survey the won- 
drous cross and the open grave, for it testifies to us that a 
rejected Christ, who, from all outward appearances, lost 
the battle against sin and the devil, will return again. He 
has promised, and He will not fail. For over two thou- 
sand years Jesus Christ has been in direct communica- 
tion with His people. By His Word and through tongues 
and interpretations, He has sent heart-warming mes- 
sages from His command in heaven. The messages are 
always the same—I will return. To the redeemed of 
Christ, this is the most important message of the hour. 
I believe we are living in the twilight hour of His return. 
Be ye ready, for in the hour ye think not the Son of 
Man cometh. 

During the Revolutionary War, there was a group in 
New England called the minutemen. They were ready for 
battle when the hour struck. Paul Revere made his fam- 
ous midnight ride to warn the people of the impending 
crisis. In the same manner Christians must organize and 
be ready. We are living in a pagan and materialistic age, 
an age of reason, when the world looks not to the heav- 
enly, but to the natural aspects of this world. Lest the 
message of His coming be.lost in the rush of a busy day, 
let us, as Christians, band together with a great soul- 
lifting message of Christ’s return. 

In our nation there are millions of people who have 
been captured by the devil, who are waiting for someone 
to tell them the message of His return. Men in our own 
ranks have fought and died for what we believe. God for- 
bid that we should ever give place to the devil and forget 
the most important message of our age, Christ shall re- 
turn. Millions of men and women have died in defense of 
this gospel. Many were burned and torn to pieces. They 
shed their last ounce of blood in devotion to the Christ 
they loved. Why did they die? Simply because they dared 
to tell the world that Jesus Christ was not dead, and if 
man destroyed the body he could not destroy the soul. 
Our Father put that same grace in the hearts of all 
Christians. However, some Christians are so weak that a 
small amount of worldliness will cause them to walk with 
Christ no more. This should not be. 

There is power and contentment in the study and read- 
ing of good books, but if, on bended knees, you have met 
Jesus, and you have been baptized in the Holy Ghost, you

Let us go into the next towns that we may preach 
there also; therefore came we forth. 


N ALL OF OUR TEACHING, let us not forget 
to teach the principles and doctrines of our 
Church. Our people have a right to know the 
Church and what it stands for. If we deprive 
them of this heritage, we are acting unfair 
to our subjects. 

We are passing this way but once. The times, places, 
and seasons that know us now will soon know us no more. 
So, the good that we can do, let us do now while we are 
passing this way, for we shall never pass this way again. 

The following outlines (five in number) have been pre- 
pared at a cost of much time, study, and prayer, and are 
dedicated to the ministry and laity of the Church of God. 


Outline Number I 
Name, Membership, Government, Teachings 

CHURCH OF GOD: Acts 20:28; 1 Corinthians 10:32; 
11:22; 15:9; 2 Corinthians 1:1; 2 Timothy 3:15. 

The name makes a difference. The name of Jesus, also 
of John, was prophesied, therefore could not be changed. 
Neither should we change the name of the Church. 

From a very small beginning, 67 years ago, we have 
grown to the large membership of 238,536; our churches 
number 4,036; ordained ministers, 1,341; licensed minis- 
ters, 2,397; exhorters, 1,245; total number of ministers, 
4,983. 

Our average weekly growth, over the last three years, 
has been three churches organized, nine ministers li- 
censed, and 545 members added. 

Government: Isaiah 9:6; 1 Corinthians 12:28; 2 Peter 
2:10; Matthew 18:15-18; 2 Thessalonians 3:6. 

From the time God forbade Adam and Eve to eat of the 
tree in the garden of Eden, government has been a 
proved fact in the Church of God. No institution, organi- 
zation, country, or people has ever been successful with- 
out the use of government; neither can the Church. 

The teachings of the Church, as outlined by the Gen- 
eral Assembly, are not to be confused with the govern- 
ment, but are to be used by the government. 

Here THE TEACHINGS OF THE CHURCH should be 
read and explained as thoroughly as time will permit. 
Pages 207-208, 1952 Minutes. 

Outline Number II 
Financial System, Missions, Aged Ministers 

TITHES AND OFFERINGS: Our only plan for financ- 
ing the Church—ministers, program, etc. 

Scriptures offered: Genesis 14:18; 28:20; Malachi 3:10; 
Luke 11:42; Matthew 23:23; 1 Corinthians 16:2; Hebrews 
un 4 

Total tithes received at General Headquarters last year, 
$629,320.27; disbursed, $608,273.36. 

The disbursement of tithes from the general treasury 
is in the hands of the Supreme Council, which is com- 
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posed of the General Overseer, his two Assistants, the 
General Secretary and Treasurer, the Editor-in-Chief, 
and the Council of Twelve. 

Here the financial system may be explained. Tithing is 
not a test of membership, but each member is requested 
to pay his tithes into the local treasury where his mem- 
bership is. You may explain how the tithes and offerings 
are segregated, from the local church to the general 
treasury—10 percent to the state treasury, 10 percent to 
the general treasury, etc. 

AGED MINISTERS: Explain how they may retire, the 
age, number of years, etc.; also, the pension, help for the 
sick, disabled, etc., and ministers’ widows. 

How this money is raised: Ministers 1 percent, special 
annual offering, and 10 percent of tithes going to General 
Headquarters. 

At this time: We have 88 retired ministers on roll, paid 
from $21.00 to $125.00 a month; 59 widows, paid from 
$7.00 to $62.50 a month; sick and disabled, paid from 
$10.00 to $50.00 a month. 

Last year: Balance brought forward, $94,420.53; re- 
ceipts, $141,527.32; disbursed, $137,601.44. 

All disbursements of this fund are in the hands of the 
Supreme Council. 

MISSIONS: We have 113 missionaries working in 51 
countries. 

Last year: Receipts, including balance brought for- 
ward, $574,432.75; disbursed, $422,138.05. 

Explain how this money is raised: State convention 
offerings, district convention offerings, 5 percent of gross 
tithes, special offerings, and individuals supporting mis- 
sionaries. 

The disbursements of this fund and the supervising of 
the missions work are in the hands of the Executive Mis- 
sions Secretary and the General Missions Board. 


Outline Number III 
Orphanage, Lee College 

ORPHANAGE: Is located in Sevierville, Tennessee, in 
our former Bible School and College buildings. Here we 
have 285 children being educated and trained. We also 
have a home in North Carolina and one in Canada. 

Our Orphanage is supervised by the Superintendent 
and Board of Directors, who have charge of the reception 
of children and the disbursement of funds. 

Last year: -Receipts, tncluding balance brought for- 
ward, $266,329.67; disbursed, $182,128.56. 

These orphans are supported by birthday offerings, the 
Sunday School Orphanage march, special Easter offer- 
ings, and individual offerings of money, food, clothes, 
and other supplies. 

Some of our most successful ministers, singers, mu- 
sicians, teachers, wives and husbands receive their edu- 
cation and training in our Orphanage. 

LEE COLLEGE: Like a giant oak, it had its beginning, 
over thirty years ago, from a very small seed—about a 
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School and youth director, and local 
Y.P.E. president or youth director. 

You may explain each officer’s 
duties, responsibilities, and obliga- 
tions. 

The Sunday School and Youth De- 
partment’s concern is: Sunday School, 
Y.P.E., missions, Orphanage, The 
LIGHTED PATHWAY, Bible Schools, 
College, and EVANGELISM. 

The spiritual results average each 
month: saved, 1,698; sanctified, 802; 
baptized with Holy Ghost, 635; added 
to Church, 529. 

The LIGHTED PATHWAY is dedi- 
cated to the Church of God young 
people and has a monthly circulation 
of about 55,000. 

The financial and spiritual program 
may be explained—how and for what 
money is raised and the promotion of 
spirituality. 





half-dozen students, taught by a teacher who had no 
college degree but who had faith in the future. It began 
as a Bible School and continued its slow but sure prog- 
ress until today we have a Bible School, High School, 
and Junior College. 

Our present location and plant, which will accommo- 
date twelve hundred students, was purchased a few years 
ago, at the price of one and one-half million dollars. 
THIS HAS ALL BEEN PAID. 

The faculty, including the officials, numbers about 75. 

The proceeds average about $275,000.00, and the dis- 
bursements last year were $268,471.62. 

Besides the school and college at Headquarters, we have 
several state schools, the Spanish school in San Antonio, 
Texas, and several schools in foreign countries. 


Outline Number IV 
Sunday School and Youth Department 

SUNDAY SCHOOL: Is promoted by the General Sun- 
day School Youth Board and supervised by the General 
Sunday School: and Youth Director. This is the educa- 
tional department of the local churches which is under 
the jurisdiction of the local pastors. 

The report at the last General Assembly gave us 2,462 
Sunday Schools in the U.S.A. and Canada, with an aver- 
age attendance of 640,335. 

Some of our greatest assets of the Sunday School are 
our certified teachers and officials and our workers’ 
meetings. 

Here you might explain our teacher-training course 
and our teachers and workers’ meetings. 

Our literature is strictly Church of God, edited by our 
own people and published in our own printing plant in 
Cleveland, Tennessee. 

The Assembly urges every church to promote a Sunday 
School each Sunday morning, also a home-visitation 
group and an extension department. 

YOUTH DEPARTMENT: This is a legal department of 
our Church, promoted from our General Headquarters 
by our General Sunday School and Youth Board and 
supervised by the General Sunday School and Youth Di- 
rector. 

The Young People’s Endeavor is organized thus, Gen- 
eral Sunday School and Youth Director, state Sunday

PUBLICATIONS: The Evangel has a circulation of 
34,000 weekly; The LIGHTED PATHWAY, 55,000 monthly; 
Sunday School literature, 293,200 pieces quarterly; song 
books, 133,000 annually. 

The Evangel, which is the official organ of the Church, 
had an increase in circulation last year of approximately 
33144 percent. The LIGHTED PATHWAY had approxi- 
mately a 10 percent increase. Our Sunday School litera- 
ture had approximately a 30 percent increase. 

Total receipts of the Publishing House last year were 
$476,000.00. 

The employees received in bonuses last year $7,701.41, 
each one receiving his or her pro-share. Also, there was 
$70,000.00 worth of modern machinery installed in the 
Publishing House last year. 

The Business Manager, Editor-in-Chief, and General 
Editorial and Publications Board have the oversight of 
the Publishing House. 

LADIES’ WILLING WORKERS’ BAND: Has in recent 
years become a legal and recognized department of the 
Church of God. It was organized among the ladies for 
the purpose of aiding the local churches with their fi- 
nancial problems. Each Band is organized with a presi- 
dent, vice-president, and secretary and treasurer, and 
works under the jurisdiction of the pastor. Their objec- 
tive is to meet each week and pursue any legal course 
that will be of financial benefit to the local church, the 
proceeds to be disbursed at the discretion of the Band 
and the pastor. 

The general organization is composed thus: The Gen- 
eral President, who is the General Overseer’s wife; the 
state president, who is the state overseer’s wife, and the 
local president, who is usually the local pastor’s wife. 


There were 1,063 local Bands reported at the last Gen- 
eral Assembly. The proceeds reported were $1,070,952.55 in 
the last two years. The Willing Workers of the Church 
have come to be millionaires. These humble workers have 
helped to build many churches and parsonages and furn- 
ished them. They have cooperated in many programs, 
such as missions, Orphanage, etc. They have come last in 
this Know Your Church Week, but they are in nowise 
least. 
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THE APOSTOLIC UNITY 

Scripture: Acts 2 
HEN JESUS CHRIST entered Jerusalem 

riding on a borrowed ass, there was 
not enough the multitudes could do for 
Him. Praising Him were uncounted 
throngs. When He died, these people 
faded away. One of His Christophanies 
was to “about five hundred of the brethren,” 1 Corin- 
thians 15:6. However great was His former follow- 
ing, there were only 120 disciples faithfully gathered 
in the upper room on the Day of Pentecost. For this 
day the world had waited. The foundation had been 
laid—now there must be a structure; there must be unity; 
there must be a reconciliation of the differences begun at 
the Tower of Babel (see last week’s article From Babel 
to Pentecost). 

Sixscore souls were gathered in singleness of purpose: 
the prayer of Jesus for apostolic unity (John 17:20-23) 
had become a reality. God can do anything with a unified 
people, as was proved by the early disciples of Christian- 
ity. We find the phrase with one accord—which seems to 
have been very popular among the first-century Chris- 
tians—in Acts 2:1; 2:46; 4:24; 5:12; 7:57; 8:6; 12:20; 
15:25; 18:12; 19:29. 

WIND AND FIRE 


“And suddenly there came a sound from heaven as of a 
rushing mighty wind, and it filled all the house where 
they were sitting. And there appeared unto them cloven 
tongues like as of fire, and it sat upon EACH OF THEM.” 
A sounding wind! Tongues like fire! Upon each of the 
120! 

Like a shower of flame, the Holy Ghost descended upon 
the little group of worshipers, and they began to speak in 
TONGUES. What tongues? The tongues that were begun 
at Babel! Were the people skilled linguists? No! They 
spoke AS THE SPIRIT GAVE THEM UTTERANCE! Was it 
another sweep of Babylonian fire? It was not. This was 
the PENTECOSTAL FIRE. This was Babel’s remedy; it 
restored a measure of what had been Icst at the tower 
of rebellion. In his Bible Cyclopaedia (Funk Wagnalls 
Co.), A. R. Fausset writes: “Then ‘the multitude were 
confounded, because that every man heard them speak 
in his own language; and they marvelled saying, Behold 
are not all these which speak Galileans? and how hear 
we every man in our own tongue wherein we were born, 
the wonderful works of God?’ This proves that as Babel 
brought as its penalty the confusion of tongues, so the 
Pentecostal gift on tongues symbolizes the reunion of the 
scattered nations.” 














CONFUSION 

And again there was confusion. But this was not like 
the confusion at Babel. There it was the speakers who 
were confounded, but here the speakers were perfectly 
coalescent, and all of those that did not speak were con- 
founded. For weeks Jews from all parts of the known 
world had commingled in Jerusalem, and now they came 
with running feet to see what new thing had been done. 
In utter bewilderment every man heard his vernacular 
tongue spoken from the lips of some impassioned Gali- 
lean. Strange, indeed! Very, very confusing! 

This cannot be explained psychologically, but must be 
understood in terms of supernaturalness. There is no 
verier truth than the sighing of a moving wind, bending 
boughs and filling sails before it, making itself felt and

known, while, seeing the matter it wafts and feeling its 
pleasant urgings, none has ever seen the wind. Neither is 
there any verier truth than the moving, brooding Holy 
Spirit, mystical and wondrous, in His seizure of mortal 
tongues, quickening mortal bodies, making Himself felt 
and known, working in a God-chosen purpose. One that 
has once been enraptured by the Spirit; one that has 
once spoken as the Spirit gave utterance; one that has 
felt His surging, wcoing presence in One’s heart would as 
soon doubt the wind as to doubt the Spirit. 
TWO ARGUMENTS 

Six score men and women were fluently speaking lang- 
uages they had never heard before. Let two arguments 
of the skeptic be settled here: 

(1) “I believe in the Holy Ghost; I also believe in the 
gift of tongues, but I do not believe that the unknown 
tongue is the only initial evidence of this Baptism.” Those 
who declare this to be their position believe that upon re- 
ception of the Spirit some receive the gift of healing, 
some discernment, interpretation, etc. Please note: “And 
they were ALL filled with the Holy Ghost, and (still ALL, 
if you please) began to speak with other tongues. . .” 
If there were other manifestations to serve as the initial 
evidence, why were some not healing, or interpreting, or 
working miracles, etc.? Why did the entire group of 120 
have only ONE DEMONSTRATION? Because this has al- 
ways been—and still is—the ONLY initial evidence that 
He has come; it is not until afterwards that ANY gift is 
given. He must testify! 

(2) “The Bible says that the people who heard their 
languages spoken were Jews (Acts 2:5); therefore, what 
they heard was really only various dialects of the Hebrew 
language.” This theory will not endure the facts. The 
children of Jacob were known by three names; viz., (a) 
Hebrews—Abraham was the first person to be called a 
Hebrew; he lived immediately after the Babel incident, 
and Hebrew was the LANGUAGE he spoke. Hebrew is still 
the true language of the Jews. (b) Israelites—This was 


’ their NATIONALITY and was used only when they were 
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a nation. When the NATION of Israelites became sub- 
servient to captor nations, they went by the name of (c) 
Jews—This was their RELIGIOUS name, because of Ju- 
daism—their worship of Jehovah. When they were exiled 
from Israel, they spoke their captor’s language instead of 
Hebrew, but they steadfastly Held to their Jewish reli- 
gion; therefore, Jew became the most common name, un- 
til today “Jew” means anyone of Hebraic stock. In Esther 
8:17, we find that Gentiles could become Jews, i.e., em- 
brace Judaism. Thus a Jew is any person of any nation 
or any tongue who worships Jehovah as God. It is noted 
that Rabbi D. Philipson, quoted in The Popular and Criti- 
cal Bible Encyclopaedia, page 953 of Vol. 2, agrees com- 
pletely with this theory of Hebrew-Israelite-Jew. See also 
2 Corinthians 11:2. 
SS 

Then, the Jews gathered at Jerusalem were not chil- 
dren of Israel, or speakers of the Hebrew language living 
in foreign lands, BUT THEY WERE THE FOREIGNERS 
THEMSELVES, who had become proselytes to the Jewish 
religion. They could not understand Hebrew, but they 
DID “hear .. . every man in our own tongue, WHEREIN 
WE WERE BORN.” Since a representative was in Jeru- 
salem “out of every nation under heaven,” it seems con- 
clusive that every language given at the Tower of Babel 
was reuttered on the Day of Pentecost—hallelujah! 


THE NATURE OF TONGUES 


WHEN the disciples first spoke in tongues, it 
was in clear, precise, understandable languages. Those 
gathered heard the gospel proclaimed in their own 
tongue, in their own sectional dialect. The speaking was 
not in unintelligible, nonsensical gibberish, but they spoke 
words and sentences of proper grammatical structure: 
the syntax was accurate and the passages were connect- 
ed. God has not yet stooped to repetitious and meaning- 
less banality. Argot is not the language of the Spirit! but, 
as on the Day of Pentecost, God does TO THIS DAY 
speak with the tongues of those empowered with the 
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Holy Ghost. (This will be discussed next week in Since 
Pentecost.) The unknown tongue is not the stammering 
of an excited soul, but is the mellifluous utterances of 
spiritual ecstasy. Mark this: When the Spirit speaks 
through you, it will be exalted praise or convicting ex- 
hortation—it will not be in dead, pompous, monotonous, 
or pointless verbiage. When the Holy Ghost designs to 
speak through lips of flesh, it will be in praises as exalted 
and errorless as the language of the Bible, for He is the 
Author of it, too. AND THE HOLY GHOST DOES SPEAK 
TODAY. This is an indubitable fact! 
SPIRITUAL PRAISE 

Practically every authority you will consult on this sub- 
ject agrees that the unknown tongue was and is used 
chiefly for praise to God and edification of the speaker. 
The case was so during apostolic days. It is seldom hinted 
that tongues were used fcr any purpose other than rap- 
turous praise. At random, we choose three books from 
which to quote: 

(1) The International Standard Bible Encyclopaedia, 
Vol. 5, page 2996: “The speaker in a tongue addressed 
God in prayer principally in the prayer of thanksgiving. 
The words so uttered were incomprehensible to the con- 
gregation, and even to the speaker himself. Edification, 
indeed, was gained by the speaker, but this was the edifi- 
cation of emotional experience only. The words were 
spoken ‘in the Spirit’; i., the ordinary faculties were 
suspended and the divine, specifically Christian element 
took control, so that a condition of ecstasy was produced.” 
The author, Burton S. Easton, concludes his article: “A 
man who has never allowed his religious emotions to 
carry him away may well be in a high state of grace, but 
he has missed something, and something of very great 
value.” Mr. Easton also states that “a purely intellectual 
and ethical religion is rather a dreary thing.” 

(2) Fausset’s Bible Cyclopaedia, page 699: “Still praise, 
not teaching, was the invariable use made of the gift.” 
This article by Fausset—the entire book, really—is very 
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good, and any reader will do well to study it completely. 

(3) The Westminster Dictionary of the Bible, page 612: 
“The gift of tongues was manifested in ecstatic or elevat- 
ed praise of God, which was unintelligible to man. The 
tongue was the organ of the Holy Spirit, and not of the 
person to whom the gift was given; and the words spoken 
were devotional and not for the instruction of the 
church.” This is one of two theories discussed concerning 
the nature of tongues. 

CONTINUATION OF TONGUES 
Scripture: Acts 8:4-25 


SIMON MAGUS (the sorcerer) was not en- 
dowed with spiritual discernment. His deviltry revealed 
nothing to him, for Satan cannot divulge spiritual things. 
It is not possible that he was fooled, for he was a magi- 
cian and would not be susceptible to other performer’s 
tricks and frauds. Yet, he knew that the Samaritan had 
received the Holy Ghost, and he desired Him, too. How 
did he know? Because there was visible and audible evi- 
dence of the infilling. That is still the purpose of tongues 
today. Men know that He has come... 

Scripture: Acts 10:34-48 

Peter doubted. Although he had declared that the 
blessing was for the Gentiles (Acts 2:39) as well as for 
the Jews, he was not at all eager to go to Cornelius to 
help him. But he went. He preached. While he preached, 
Cornelius and his family received the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. Peter was convinced. What convinced him is clear- 
ly stated to be that he “heard them speak with tcngues, 
and magnify God.” That is still the purpose of tongues 
today. Men know that He has come... 

HAVE TONGUES CEASED? 

Some believe that the use of tongues ceased sometime 
between 50 and 70 A.D. That is not true, unless many of 
our most authoritative historians have agreed in error. 
The phenomena distributed to the early Christians were 
not spasmodic flare-ups of hysteria, but have been a po- 
tent force in the Church UNTO THIS DAY. Demonstra- 
tion of the Spirit has been noted in almost every church 
organization of any size since the Day of Pentecost. This 
heritage is the strength of the Church of God today. It 
has been almost two millenniums since that first small 
group became Spirit-filled and, with their ignited souls, 
set the world ablaze for God. The fire still burns. There 
has been a recurrence of Pentecost.

persons onto it, and they all are traveling it to the same 
place. Some of the travelers on this road have been on the 
other road, but now they are walking the broad way. 

This road was not built for man, but he has trespassed 
and usurped the right of way. This road was built for 
Lucifer, the archenemy of God, and the angels who fol- 
lowed Lucifer when he was driven from God’s holy pres- 
ence.

The Church of God lost one of its 
great workers on January 15 when 
Mrs. Nora Chambers died in Phoenix, 
Arizona. Sister Chambers came to 
Cleveland, Tennessee, from Illinois, in 
January, 1918, to open the first Bible 
Training School for the Church of 
God. She conducted this small class in 
the prayer room of the Evangel office 
building on Gaut Street, and taught 
there several years. She is perhaps 
best known for her work in beginning 
what is now Lee College, and a dormi- 
tory of the present school is named in 
her honor. Besides her work with the 
Bible Training School, she assisted 
Sister Alda B. Harrison in the first 
years of the publication of The 
LIGHTED PATHWAY. She wrote the 
lessons for the Junior Jewels while 
this publication existed, and did other 
work in the Publishing House. She as- 
sisted in revival work with many of 
the pioneer preachers of the Church 
of God. 

Sister Chambers was for many 
years an active worker in the North 
Cleveland church. Even though she 
grew old and weak physically, she re- 
mained alert and active mentally and 
spiritually. The writer remembers 
with admiration how, less than four 
years ago, she asked permission to 
keep the writer’s small children while 
he and his wife traveled across the 
country in convention work. Her cour- 
age was so great that she refused to 
take “no” for an answer, and actually 
did so. Because she feared the winter 
of 1953 would be too hard on her, she 
went to Phoenix, Arizona, where the 
weather would be warmer. She never 
returned, but went to her reward 
while on her visit. 

Her funeral was conducted by Rev. 
C. C. Rains, pastor of the Mohave Ave- 
nue Church, in Phoenix. Interment 
was in the same city. 

Sister Chambers will forever be 
loved and remembered by those who 
knew her personally and through her 
writing, those for whom she provided 
rooms in her home during the early 
days of the Bible Training School, and 
those who knew her only through her 
broad influence.—Charles W. Conn.
